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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: As discussed during interview, Examiner has 
already indicated that the printer IDs of Endoh read on a vendor ID, serial number and model number as all are stored in a printer's circuitry 
upon final manufacture prior to installation or provisioning. In addition, many IDs incorporate a combination of the IDs/numbers within one 
ID. As an example, when a nine-digit serial number is used, the first three numbers/characters may indicate the vendor, the next two may 
indicate the lot number and the last four may indicate the distict printer ID. Endoh uses printer IDs (emphasis plural) for comparison and 
verification (e.g., step 508). Further, Hren's password may be entered remotely but this does not exclude or mean that the password cannot 
be entered by the same local machine. Remote entry merely means that information can be entered at other locations in addition to a local 
location. Having a remote control does not exclude one from operating a television locally. In addition pass codes are stored to allow a 
diversity of users to be allowed to be authenticated to use their passcode-enabled features. If the password was not stored, there would be 
no way to compare a user-entered pass code to an unstored pass code. 
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
